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NOTICE ON NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

The reply filed on 04 February 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action. 

With regard to the original, Applicant's statement the such will be surrendered "[u]pon 
indication by the Examiner that the present reissue declaration is satisfactory" is not seen to be 
responsive to the requirement. 

With respect to the outstanding rejection concerning the defective Oath, Applicant merely 
responds by stating that the Oath of record includes the statement that "All errors corrected in 
this reissue application arose without any deceptive intention on my Part" and that "Upon 
indication by the Examiner that the present reissue declaration is satisfactory. . . an executed 
reissue declaration submitted".
